Her Troops Are to Be Recalled From 
Crete and 
Autonomy Accepted— 
Turkey Is Asked for an Armistice— 
May 
Defy the Powers.—General 
War News. 


Athens, May 12.—A collective notoe 
from the powers on the subject of 
mediation has been presented to the 
Greek minister for foreign affairs, M. 
Skouloudis, by the Russian minister 
here, M. Onou. 
The Greek govern­ 
ment has accepted the conditions im­ 
posed and has confined its interests to 
the care of the powers. 
The following is the text of the note 
of the powers: 
“The 
representatives 
of 
France, 
Italy, Great Britain, 
Germany 
and 
Austria charge M. Onou, the repre­ 
sentative of Russia and the dean of 
the diplomatic corps, to declare in the 
name of theft* respective governments 
that the powers are ready to offer 
mediation with a view to obtain an 
armistice and smooth the difficulties 
actually existing between Greece and 
Turkey on condition that the Hellenic 
government declares that it will pro­ 
ceed to recall its troops from Crete, 
adhere formally to autonomy for Crete 
and accept unreservedly the counsels 
which the powers may give in the in­ 
terests of peace.” 
The reply of the Greek government 
was as follows: 
“The royal govern­ 
ment in taking the note and declara­ 
tion of the Rusian representative, act­ 
ing in the name of the ministers of the 
powers, declares that it will proceed 
to recall the royal troops from Crete, 


Wheat Shown to Be in Bad Condition 
Generally—Some 
Improvement in 
the Fields of Indiana —Seeding in 
Iowa Is W ell Advanced—Winter­ 
killing and Floods. 


Springfield, 111., May 12.—The May 
I crop reports received at the depart­ 
ment of agriculture on the condition 
of winter wheat in Illinois corrobo­ 
rate the reports made earlier in the 
season as to the extent of the damage 
done by winter-killing and floods to 
the crop. 
The summary says: 
“In the northern grand division of 
the state 68 per cent of the area seeded 
is reported destroyed by these causes, 
leaving but 18,500 acres for harvest. 
The worst reports come from central 
Illinois, where 82 per cent of the area 
seeded is killed, 141,000 acres being 
left for harvest. 
In the southern di­ 
vision 61 per cent was destroyed, or 
555.000 acres, thus leaving 361,500 for 
harvest.

PLEADS GUILTY- A YEAR OF SUCCESSFULW ORK'THE VALLEY OF THE SHADOW. 


H e A d m its th e T ruth o f th e C harge o f 
B igam y. 
Last night’* 
Milwaukee Evening 
Wisconsin contained toe following: 
‘'George E. Davis was this morning 
b und over to the crim inal court in 
bonds of $1,000 for his appearance be­ 
fore a jury to answer to the charge of 
bigamy. 
From his statem ents made 
in the police court tb i,a 
it is 
beleived that he will p eau gam y as 
soon as Judge W a lb e r re tu rn from St. 
Louie, which will prooably be tomor­ 
row. 
“ In November, 1890.Davis was m ar­ 
ried to Miss Maud Ward, 
a graduate 
cf the state normal school in this city 
and a resident of Janesville. 
The 
young Udy, however, soon found reas­ 
on to believe th at her husband was a l­ 
ready married and the discovery of a 
note bearing the address of his first 
wife, in Chicago, aroused her suspic­ 
ions. 
She spolo to him about it and 
b e adm itted his m arriage but claimed 
he had obtained a divorce. Mitts Ward 
w as not satisfied, however, and further 
investigation I id her to aoouse her 
husband of bigamy. 
He fled, bat 
after several months’ search he was 
located in Racine a few months ago 
and arrested by Detective Peek. 
“ In the police court this morning 
Davis who was arrayed in stunning a t­ 
tire and a glossy silk tile set off his 
fashionable rain men!. 
After w aiting 
in vain for the appearance of an atto r­ 
ney, whom he declared em phatically 
he had engaged, Davis consented to 
act ad his own attorney. He got along 
fairly well until the Chicago pastor 
who had married him to his first wife 
in February, 1S95, gave his testimony 
“ When Miss Ward took the stand 
And told of w hat she had discovered, 
he broke down, wept, and finally 
-wound up with a dram atic address to 
Justice Neelen, in which he declared 
th a t he would not beg for clemency, 
th a t he deserved none and th at he had 
come to receive the punishm ent he 
richly merited. 
Davis was completely 
prostrated by the turn the evidence 
had taken and so crestfallen did he 
look when the judge bound him over,

lion. 
“ Davis, when he came to this city 
last summer, was given charge of the 
street car barn at Third street and 
Careen Bay avenue 
He was employed 
by Pinkerton, it is understood, and in 
A short time had made himself quite 
well known in the city. In fact he cut 
quite a swath, and to those who did 
not know him he told a deal of his 
connections w ith big firms in the East. 
“ He kept secret his m arriage with 
~MisB Ward for six weeks, as he claimed 
the young lady desired to finish a years 
work as a teacher. 
“ Davis is said to be tucson of a 
w ell known and highly respected fam ­ 
ily In Grand Rapids, Mich.*'

society of $10,343 50. 
At the begin­ 
ning of the fiscal year, however, in 
view of a possible redaction in receipts, 
the board reduced the expenditures of 
the society as a m atter of precaution. 
T h e W ork A ccom p lish ed , 
“ There have been in the field 127 
men nude.' commission; of 
whom 86 
were a t worn during the whole year 
and 41 daring a portion of it. 
Many 
of them have from 5 to RO counties for 
their field. 
As one result of their 
labors, 1603 Sunday 
Schools 
were 
organized, with 61,600 teachers and 
scholars; 387 were reorganized; aid 
was given for the first time to 1473 
existing schools, with 113,976 teachers 
and scholars; and 5858 visits were 
made to schools previously reported, 
with 326,168 teachers and scholars.

All articles not absolutely 
needed iii everyday life should be pack­ 
ed first. 
“ You ask mo to tell you how I go 
about packing for the average well to 
do family. Pretty much as I do for their 
w ealthier neighbors. Of course they are j 
supposed to furnish all boxes and barrels 
necessary, but when I go through the 
house and see th at there are not enough 
I order them. The next thing is my in­ 
dex book. 
I num ber on each end and 
all four sides every box and barrel. In 
my index book, under their respective 
numbers, I give a complete list of the 
contents. Suppose you let me read the 
contents of a box or barrel from this 
book made out for a fam ily for whom I 
have just finished packing and storing 
furniture. They have gone abroad for a 
three or four years’ stay. ” Then turn­ 
ing to the front of the book, which re­ 
sembled a sm all ledger about as much 
as anything else, “ You see, box No. 5 
is on page 13,” finding the place, “ aud 
contains four etchings, one pair of row­ 
locks, a pair of skates, three children’s 
games, a box w ith Wedgewood candle­ 
sticks, six copies of H arper’s Magazine, 
1896; two bundles of letters (H. P .), 
tho Pathfinder, Oliver Optic series, and 
so on,’’ reading w hat appeared to be an 
interm inable jum ble of articles. 
“ Now’ this seems a motley collection, 
but they fitted in, and in that way saved 
space. When possible, I try to pack the 
contents of a room together, but wlrere 
they don’t fit in they m ust go some­ 
where else. 
Frail objects should be 
packed in cotton, excelsior or whapped 
in several thicknesses of paper or cloth, 
then, where possible, put into paste­ 
board boxes and securely tied up beforo 
packing w ith other articles. 
“ Pictures aud engravings should be 
carefully wrapped, first in soft paper, 
then in several folds of newspapers, tied 
securely w ith tw ine and placed around 
the four sides .of the box, w ith the glass 
or face next to the sides of the box. The 
box should be then packed as firmly as 
possible w ith miscellaneous articles, so 
keeping the pictures in position and in­ 
suring their safety. 
Books, magazines, 
pam phlets and all those things which 
every housekeeper has stored away, sci 
dom used, yet valued for various rea­ 
sons and kept from year to year, may be 
used as tilling. By this plan everything 
can be securely packed, aud nothing 
need be left behind.—Chicago Record.’’
